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Introduction 


The Secretary of State and Registrar General of Canada administers legisla- 
tion relating to corporations, governmental and parliamentary translations, 
boards of trade, the registration of trade unions, public officers and wnihapet 
documents, and the National Museum of Canada. . 


The Secretary of State is the channel of communication with the Governor 
General and, through him, with the Sovereign concerning various matters, such 
as decorations and other subjects related to the exercise of the royal prerogative, 
is responsible for the preparation and tabling of certain returns in Parliament, 
and has a general responsibility for cultural affairs. 


The Registrar General is the custodian of the Great Seal of Canada and of 
a Privy Seal of the Governor General. 


The Decorations Committee and the Committee on the Use of Parliament 
Hill report to the Secretary of State. State ceremonial, decorations and preced- 
ence, including publication of the Guide to Relative Precedence at Ottawa, 
are amongst the variety of functions entrusted to the Department of the Sec- 
retary of State. 


The Secretary of State is Custodian of Enemy Property and as such admin- 
isters legislation relative to wartime trading with the enemy. The operations of 
the Office of the Custodian of Enemy Property are dealt with in a separate report 
tabled in Parliament annually by the Secretary of State. 


The branches of the department, as indicated below, are severally under the 
direction of the Deputy Registrar General and the Under Secretary of State, 
who are jointly responsible for Administrative Services and the Personnel Branch. 


The Secretary of State is responsible for the Centennial Commission, the 
National Arts Centre, the National Library, the Public Archives and the Office 
of the Queen’s Printer (Publisher) and is the spokesman in Cabinet and Parlia- 
ment for the Board of Broadcast Governors, the Canada Council, the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, the Chief Electoral Officer, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, the National Film Board, the National Gallery and the Representation 
Commissioner. This report covers only the operations of the Department of the 
Secretary of State. 
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The Deputy Registrar General 


The Deputy Registrar General of Canada, who is also Deputy Custodian 
of Enemy Property, is responsible to the Secretary of State for the Corporations 
Branch and the Secretariat and Registration Branch, and, jointly with the 
Under Secretary of State, for the Administrative Services and Personnel Branches. 
He is also responsible to the President of the Privy Council for the Patent and 
Copyright Office and the Trade Marks Office, which are attached to the Depart- 
ment for administrative purposes; the operations of these two offices are covered 
in a separate annual report. 


Corporations Branch 


Under the Canada Corporations Act 


Letters patent were granted incorporating 951 corporations under Part I, 
incorporating 67 corporations without share capital under Part IJ and confirming 
17 agreements of amalgamation under section 128A; 2 orders were issued under 
section 208A. 


Supplementary letters patent were granted to 692 existing corporations and 
to 18 existing corporations without share capital; 11 certificates were issued to 
existing corporations increasing the amount of consideration to be received for 
the issuance of shares without nominal or par value. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Part IV, 9 licences were issued to foreign 
mining companies to carry on mining operations in the Northwest Territories 
and in the Yukon Territory. 


The total number of documents entered on the Register of Mortgages and 
Charges pursuant to the provisions of sections 66 and 68 was 234. 


The total number of annual summaries submitted under section 125 totalled 
13,589. 


There were 1055 certificates of good standing issued as well as 144 certificates 
of registration of mortgages and charges under section 66 and 33 certificates 
evidencing the authenticity of various documents. 


Certificates of acceptance of surrender of charters were issued dissolving 
233 corporations under section 29 and 35 charters were returned for cancellation. 
Advice was received to the effect that 39 companies had gone into bankruptcy 
or were in process of liquidation. 


The Corporations Branch maintains a complete record of the names of all 
Canadian corporations incorporated under or by federal and provincial statutes. 
There were 5,990 searches undertaken by the Enquiries and Names Search Divi- 
sion, of which 5,142 were to determine the availability of suggested corporate 
names and 848 were inquiries as to the existence or otherwise of corporations 
under specific names. 


Under the Boards of Trade Act 

There were 26 boards of trade registered, 20 orders in council issued changing 
the names of boards of trade and 2 orders in council issued changing the bounda- 
ries of existing boards of trade. 


Secretariat and Registration Branch 


SECRETARIAT 


The Secretariat dealt with a number of SPOnCR OHA: requesting royal 
patronage in the form of permission to use the name of the Queen and of other 
members of the Royal Family, and the prefix “‘royal’’. Arrangements were made 
for congratulatory messages from the Sovereign for 975 sixtieth wedding an- 
niversaries and 158 one hundredth birthday anniversaries. 

Requests for recognition of acts of bravery by the award of decorations by 
Her Majesty the Queen were investigated and submitted to the Decorations 
Committee. The Secretary of State recommended and the Queen approved the 
award of decorations to seven Canadian civilians, listed hereunder with the 
address and date of publication in the Canada Gazette:

| The Secretary of State granted permission for 11 ceremonies on Parliament 
Hill or at the National War Memorial. 

Plans were co-ordinated for the annual celebration on Parliament Hill of 
Dominion Day. : 

A booklet, issued in the name of the Secretary of State, entitled “The 
National Flag of Canada”’, was published, outlining the general rules for flying 
and displaying the Canadian Flag and other flags. 100,000 copies of the booklet 
were printed, of which approximately 10,000 were etc a by the Secretariat. 

The usual arrangements for the printing and distribution of the Speech from 
the ‘Throne were made for the opening of the first session of the 27th Parliament. 

Assistance was given in connection with arrangements for the Annual 
Conference of the Inter-Parliamentary Union held in Ottawa from September 8 
to September 17, 1965. 

Arrangements were made for the revision of the Guide to Relative Precedence 
at Ottawa. 

The list entitled “‘Relative Precedence of High Officials of the Public Service 
at Ottawa’’, which, as its name implies, indicates the precedence of the principal 
officers of the Public Service, was revised and distributed. 

Requests for the authentication by the Governor General of 96 documents 
were dealt with. 

The annual report of the Secretary of State was compiled and edited.

The Under Secretary of State is responsible to the Secretary of State for the 
National Museum of Canada and the Translation Bureau, and, jointly with the 
Deputy Registrar General, for the Administrative Services and Personnel 
Branches. Assisted by a small staff, he advises the Secretary of State on cultural 
policy and the coordination of the activities of the Centennial Commission, the 
National Gallery, the National Library, and the National Museum with each 
other and with those of the Canada Council; and also on policy with regard to 
public records, publications, films and broadcasting.

FOREWORD 


The National Museum of Canada is constituted under the Northern Affairs _ 
and National Resources Act of 1953 and was transferred to the Department of 
the Secretary of State on February 8, 1964. Under this Act, the Museum is 
charged with the responsibility for collecting, classifying, and arranging for ex- 
hibition in the Museum of such specimens as are necessary to afford complete 
and exact knowledge of the geology, mineralogy, archaeology, ethnology and the 
fauna and flora of Canada. 


Under the Government Organization Act of 1966, the scope of the National 
Museum is to be expanded to include the field of applied science and its range of 
studies is to be extended beyond the borders of Canada. Approval has been given 
for the creation of a Museum of Science and Technology to complement the 
present Museum of Natural History and the Museum of Human History. This 
continued expansion of the Museum has intensified the urgent need for the con- 
struction of a new Museum complex of buildings to adequately house its exhibits 
and study collections. 


Attendance reached a total of 736,511 visitors, exceeding the number of 
visits in the preceding fiscal year by 16.7%. Guided tours of the Museum were 
given to 477 groups totalling 18,692 individuals. The tours originated in most of 
the provinces of Canada, and some in the United States. 


The lecture series during the fall and winter months attracted 6,710 persons 
to the nineteen lectures. Film shows were offered on forty-nine Saturday morn- 
ings, with attendance totalling 21,607. The program of films for Ottawa visitors 
during July and August attracted 16,000 visitors. 


Other educational programs and activities included “‘Indian Days” in July 
and August, and the Macoun Field Club, a Junior Naturalist Club which met 
regularly in the fall and winter with capacity attendance. 


MUSEUM OF HUMAN HISTORY 


The Human History Museum is responsible for the collection and study of 
material to illustrate the archaeology, ethnology, and history of Canada, and 
includes physical anthropology, folklore, folkmusic and linguistics. 


Archaeology 


The first prehistoric Onondaga longhouse pattern ever unearthed in Canada, 
dating from about 1550 A.D., was completely exposed in an archaeological ex- 
cavation 40 miles south of Ottawa, Ontario. Measuring 123 feet in length and 
21 feet in width, the house contained six central hearth floors, numerous pits, 
sleeping platforms and a burial pit. It was probably occupied by as many as 
sixty people. Portions of other houses, a palisade, and garbage dumps were 
excavated as well. 


Artifacts representing the first known Pre-Thule occupation were discovered 
on Banks Island in the Northwest Territories and additional pictograph sites 
(rock paintings) were discovered in the western Canadian Shield. 
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Other excavations were undertaken in Nova Scotia, Quebec, Newfoundland, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


Research included studies of Iroquois and Ojibwa origins in Eastern Canada; 
very early Indian occupations in Nova Scotia, southern British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan; the more recent Plains Woodland sequence; and prehistoric 
Eskimo occupations of the western Arctic Islands. Prehistoric cultures of the 
western sub-arctic and the variability in prehistoric Indian and Eskimo popula- 
tions were also studied. 

Dermatoglyphic data relating to a population sample from Nuristan (Af- 
ghanistan) were studied in order to ascertain the genetical affinities of this people. 


The collections of the Archaeology division were increased by 24,521 pieces 
to a total of approximately 351,000 items. Of particular importance were the 
acquisition of the northwestern-most Late and Middle Woodland period ceramics 
from Southern Indian lake, Manitoba, the Onondaga longhouse pattern, and the 
assemblages from Banks Island. 


Ethnology 


The Ethnology Division continued its programme in ethnological, ethno- 
historical, and linguistic research within Canada. The main projects within this 
programme included ethnologic studies of the Algonkian, Athapaskan, West 
Coast and Plateau Indians, and Eskimos of the Arctic. Studies were made of 
Canadian ethnic groups of more recent Asiatic and European origin. 


Much time was devoted to the study of the Algonkian and Athapaskan 
languages and the tribal history of eastern Indians. 


Field research included an analysis of the Micmac language, ethnohistoric 
studies on the Odanak Reserve of the province of Quebec, ethnographic and 
geneological studies of the Netsilik Eskimo of the Northwest Territories, an 
ethnographic survey of British Columbia Indians and linguistic work with the 
Chilcotin Indians of the interior of British Columbia. 


The National Museum hosted a conference on Band Organization in early 
September. Fourteen ethnologists presented papers or took part in discussions 
regarding problems of the theory of band organizations. The proceedings of this 
conference will be published in the National Museum Bulletin series. 

An additional 538 ethnological specimens were added to the Museum’s 
collections making a total of 27,288 specimens. 


Folklore Section 


Folklore research included studies of alimentation and recipes in com- 
munities along the St. Lawrence River and in the Atlantic Provinces; popular 
beliefs and superstitions in Nova Scotia; folksongs and folktales in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland; legends in the Magdalen Islands; and folk culture of the Province 
of Quebec. The influence of the devil on popular traditions in Beauce and 
Mégantic counties of the Province of Quebec, and the demography, customs and 
crafts in Saskatchewan, were also studied. 

Investigations of music and musical instruments were carried out among 
ethnic groups of European extraction in Ontario and the western provinces of 
Canada, and among ethnic groups of Asian origin in British Columbia. 
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_ With the increase of 76 tapes, the Folk Music Collection numbered 2,331 
recorded tapes representing a repertoire of 20,000 English and French folksongs, 
1,183 New Canadian folksongs, 3,073 Indian and about 350 Eskimo chants and 
approximately 1,200 items of instrumental music. 

The more interesting folklore acquisitions included approximately 7,000 
childrens’ plays and games, and 10,000 data on alimentation. ~ 


Canadian History 

Research projects included studies of the political, economic and adminis- 
trative influences on government construction in New France and the relations 
between the King’s engineers and other officials; the Canadian response to the 
Irish Home Rule problem, 1867-1925; pre-Confederation fisheries and trade in 
the Atlantic provinces; some origins of pre-Confederation social conservatism in 
Canada East; ideas of independence and annexation in pre-Confederation Can- 
ada; evidence of pro-Southern and of pro-Northern opinion in British North 
America during the period 1861-1865; and the size and armament of the Union 
Army which, as some believed, might have been turned against Canada after 
defeating the Southern Confederacy. 

Investigations of road transport in general and sleighs in particular in the 
period from 1780-1880; Quebec potters of the 19th century and their products; a 
select bibliography on Canadian material culture, 1660-1760; and the pre- 
Confederation educational system in Canada East, were undertaken during the 
year. 

An agreement with Canadian National Railways was concluded whereby 
objects illustrating Canadian railway history will be gradually selected and 
transferred to the custody of the National Museum. 

Some of the more important acquisitions for the historical collection included 
three Louis XIII side chairs, two from the Hépital Général, Québec; a secretary- 
desk, St. Stephen, N.B.—ca. 1840; a Pembroke table, Saint John, N.B.—ca. 
1820; a comb-back Windsor chair, St. Andrews, N.B.—ca. 1800; an armchair 
from a former home of Sir Georges-Etienne Cartier—(made ca. 1845); and the 
late 18th-century, early 19th-century New Brunswick-made sterling silver 
spoons. 


Canadian War Museum 


Many important specimens were acquired for the War Museum collection, 
notably the Queen’s Scarf of Honour that had been awarded to Private R. R. 
Thompson, a Canadian soldier who distinguished himself in the South African 
War. 

Other acquisitions included a number of important aircraft, such as the 
F2H-3 Banshee Naval aircraft and an Auster aircraft used by the Canadian 
Army. 

Another outstanding addition to the Collection was 62 United States medals 
and decorations including the Medal of Honour (Army), Medal of Honour 
(Navy), Distinguished Service Cross (Army), Navy Cross, and many other 
important and rare medals. The collection was assembled through the kindness 
of Mr. W. Butterworth, the American Ambassador to Canada, and Colonel W. 
Duncan, Senior United States Military Attache in Ottawa. 

During the year a large diorama was constructed to exhibit models of 
Canadian built vehicles that were used by Canadian forces during World War II. 
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MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY 


The Natural History Museum is responsible for the curation of the National 
Collection of Mammals, Birds, Reptiles and Amphibians, Fishes, non-Insect 
Invertebrates, Vertebrate Fossils, Cryptogams and Vascular Plants, and Min- 
erals. 


Botany 


Field work included several excursions in the vicinity of Ottawa; visits to 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho and Utah to collect alpine Rocky Mountain plants; 
and botanical investigations in Alberta and British Columbia mainly to test the 
workability of ‘‘keys’” being expanded to include those two provinces. Plant 
specimens were collected in a limestone sink area near Napanee, Ontario; in the 
vicinity of Ottawa; in central and northern Wisconsin (with American Bryological 
Society); north of Lake Superior along the Trans-Canada Highway from Grand 
Marais, Minnesota, east to Ottawa including Lake Nipigon and Aubrey Falls; 
and in Lanark and Stormont Counties of Ontario. 

The Botany Division collaborated with the International Association for 
Quaternary Research (INQUA) on field conferences in the Upper Mississippi 
Valley and Great Lakes-Ohio River valley areas including sessions in Boulder, 
Colorado. A total of 2,213 specimens, many with ample duplicates for exchange, 
were acquired as a result of this field work. 

The study and determination of Rocky Mountain plants collected by M. O. 
Malte and W. R. Watson in western Alberta (1925) were continued, and in 
conjunction with this critical groups collected during seven field seasons in the 
Rocky Mountains were named and revised. The National Herbarium material 
in the genera Castilleja, Penstemon, Aster, Artemisia, Erigeron and Senecio was 
revised, and taxonomic study of the genus Cerastium, Section Orthodon was 
continued. A collection of 469 plants from the Anderson River, Northwest 
Territories, 61 Thelon Game Sanctuary plants, and 350 plants from southwestern 
Yukon were named or revised for the Canadian Wildlife Service. Two hundred 
arctic Carices, 275 plants from Ungava Peninsula, 184 plants from Northern 
Ungava and Baffin Island, and numerous smaller collections presented to the 
National Herbarium, were determined. 

The construction of identification “keys’ for the approximately 5,000 
species of vascular plants to be included in the proposed ‘‘Flora of Canada’, 
were completed. An additional 181 plants were determined. 

Work continued on a manual of mosses of eastern North America and dis- 
tribution studies of 20 species and descriptions of 21 species were completed. 

Preliminary keys to all known North American species of Pertusaria; studies 
on lichen growth rates on Long Island, N.Y.; preparation of the lichenology 
portion of the American Bryological Society Foray report to be published as a 
short discussion of the lichens of northern Wisconsin; and determination of 
some 417 lichens, were completed. 

During the year, 8,537 specimens of vascular plants and cryptogams were 
obtained by exchange, 1,676 by donation and 1,898 in return for determination 
undertaken by members of the herbarium staff. 

A total of 10,065 vascular plants and 7,658 cryptogams were mounted or 
packaged for insertion in the National Herbarium bringing the new totals of 
mounted specimens to 296,000 and 129,682 respectively. Nineteen new ‘‘types” 
were added to the National Herbarium’s collection of vascular type specimens, 
bringing the new total to 1,927. 
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Geology and Palaeontology 


Mineralogy. Until recently there was no formal national collection of min- 
erals, rocks, gems, ores, and meteorites in the National Museum, although 
mineral exhibits prepared by the Geological Survey of Canada had been displayed 
since 1937. 


New arrangements were instituted, including the establishment of the 
National Mineral Collection consisting of the Systematic Reference Series, to 
be housed and administered by the Geological Survey of Canada, and the Display 
Series, to be housed and administered by the National Museum. Both agencies 
will co-operate in augmenting the collection through field activities and exchang- 
es, in cataloguing, in supplying material for research, and in conducting research 
projects. 


During the past few years, the Museum has acquired several mineral collec- 
tions from individuals, and suites of specimens which were donated by mining 
companies. Many specimens were purchased from dealers. During the year, the 
major work of the mineralogical staff has been the unpacking, sorting and syste- 
matic classification of these collections. 


Many valuable and interesting gifts were received, including a very large 
pyramidal corundum crystal from Nyasaland donated by the American Abrasive 
Company of Westfield, Massachusetts; and suites of cancrinite, tourmaline, and 
natrolite donated by the staff of the Blue Mountain Quarries of the International 
Minerals and Chemical Corporation (Canada) Ltd., of Havelock, Ontario. 


Field activities included collecting trips to the nepheline syenite mines of 
Industrial Minerals of Canada, Ltd., and Internationa! Minerals and Chemical 
Corporation (Canada) Ltd. on Blue Mountain, in Peterborough County, On- 
tario; the Sterling Hill Mine of the New Jersey Zinc Company, at Ogdensburg, 
New Jersey; the Grace Mine of the Bethlehem Steel Company, at Morgantown, 
Pennsylvania; and a series of old mines in the Lake Clear vicinity of Renfrew 
County, Ontario. 


Palaeontology. A field party investigated reports of an occurrence of Cre- 
taceous vertebrates on the Anderson River, Northwest Territories and a small 
but significant collection of vertebrate fossils was made from two stratigraphic 
horizons in late Cretaceous rocks. Many fragmentary specimens of Hesperornis, 
a large marine bird, were collected, as well as several partial plesiosaur, mosasaur 
and fish skeletons. Vertebral and shoulder elements of a large Jurassic plesiosaur 
were collected on Prince Patrick Island, Northwest Territories. 

In the laboratory, a plaster reconstruction of a Gorgosaurus skull was 
completed. Preparation was under way or completed on an Albertosaurus skele- 
ton, Styracosaurus skull fragment and the Prince Patrick Island plesiosaur. 

The casting of an excellent skull of Edmontosaurus was also nearly com- 
pleted. There were approximately 5,300 specimens of fossil vertebrates in the 
collection, including some 650 Quaternary vertebrates. A very large backlog of 
unprepared material, mostly dinosaurian, remained to be cleaned and curated. 


With the appointment of a Curator of Quaternary Zoology research on the 
Pleistocene vertebrate fauna of the Yukon began with examination of four 
collections submitted by officers of the Geological Survey of Canada during the 
period 1961-65. A long-range project was undertaken on fossil and subfossil 
muskoxen (particularly Ovibos) in North America. 
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Zoology 


Research programs included investigations of the Amphipod Crustaceans 
of the Cape Cod Region of the United States in collaboration with the Marine 
Biological Laboratory, Woods Hole, Massachusetts; terrestrial and freshwater 
amphipods of the Noona Dan Expedition to Rennel Island and Bismarck 
Archipelago 1962-65; the amphipod family Dogielinotidae; and post glacial 
dispersal of Littoral Marine Invertebrates of Eastern Canada. A theory that a 
fauna and flora survived Pleistocene glaciation on offshore islands of the con- 
tinental shelf emerged from new evidence secured from the submerged banks. 
The islands remained ice free due to the warm Gulf stream but later became 
obliterated by rising sea levels and marine erosion. 


The position of Curator of Invertebrate Zoology was filled in August 1965 
with the special field of research concerning the systematics and distribution of 
the Phylum Bryozoa in the Canadian Region. Studies of the intertidal and sub- 
littoral bryozoan fauna in the Bay of Fundy area, as well as identification of a 
relatively rich Arctic fauna (approximately 65 species) which were collected over 
fifteen field seasons by the Calanus Expedition (1947-62) and presented to the 
Museum by the Arctic Research Unit, Fisheries Research Board of Canada, 
were pursued. 

The responsibility of the Curator involves the care of all Invertebrata 
except Mollusca, Brachiopoda and Crustacea. The two most notable accessions 
in this general area over the past year included a comprehensive collection of 
344 lots from the Barbados, and a marine planktonic fauna from Vancouver 
Island, British Columbia. 

Production of a comprehensive book, The Birds of Canada, scheduled to be 
published in late 1966, occupied much of the time of the Chief Ornithologist. 
It will include all 519 species of birds known to occur in Canada. Species treat- 
ment includes the latest English, French, and scientific nomenclature; measure- 
ments; descriptions; field identification; characteristic vocalizations; habitat pref- 
erences; nesting (including incubation periods); world distribution; detailed 
range in Canada province by province with peripheral localities for each province; 
breeding range maps, and subspecies. All species of regular occurrence in Canada 
are illustrated in colour by John Crosby and there are numerous text figures 
throughout. 


Field studies in June and July in the Amos region of the province of Quebec 
produced new distributional and ecological information on the birds of the 
region and 268 specimens were collected. The bird research collection contains 
54,500 bird skins. 


Field investigations carried out by the Curator of Amphibians and Reptiles 
focussed on concluding the collection of specimens and data for the study of the 
herpetozoa of the Canadian Prairie provinces begun in 1959. The majority of 
the summer’s field time was spent in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, par- 
ticularly the latter. Short periods were spent collecting in northwestern Ontario 
and in British Columbia. A total of 3,108 adult and juvenile specimens and 261 
total lots were collected. Additional collections were obtained in North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Kansas, Colorado and Wyoming. One hundred and sixty-two 
specimens of 20 species in 54 lots were collected. 

Research problems in addition to the prairie study above, included an an- 
alysis and guide to the amphibians and reptiles of the Ottawa District, a key to the 
amphibians and reptiles of Canada, and a paper on spring breeding amphibians 
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of central Ontario. A revision of the manuscript on the herpetofauna of Prince 
Edward Island, necessitated when additional snake specimens were obtained, 
was completed. 


Field studies of the Prince Rupert area of British Columbia were conducted 
by the Curator of Fishes. About 87 species including at least 2 range extensions 
were collected at 90 stations. Collections in British Columbia on vessels of the 
Fisheries Research Board of Canada produced many rare deep-sea fishes. 


Research programs included :—First descriptions and synonymies for Marine 
Fishes of Arctic Canada, the key for which was revised for a new edition; a study 
on the selective value of ventral bioluminescence in fishes; a study using methods 
of numerical taxonomy on the smelt family Osmeridae; a study on factors in- 
fluencing the form and position of the lateral line in bony fishes; and a study of 
fish remains in a 700-year-old southern Ontario archaeological site. 


A field party to the Yukon and Northwest Territories for thirteen weeks 
collecting mammal specimens, and an attempt to collect rock voles in Wilming- 
ton, New York, were included in the investigations of the Curator of Mammals. 
Research was completed on subspeciation in insular populations of meadow voles 
in northeastern North America. A manuscript is nearing completion. Research 
on geographic variations in the varying lemming progressed, with loans of speci- 
mens from museums in the U.S.8.R. and Scandinavia. The examination of 
specimens and accumulation of data continued for research on the mammals of 
the Yukon Territory. 


The Curator of Molluscs continued research and manuscript composition 
for Freshwater Molluscs of the Hudson Bay and Arctic watershed. Field collect- 
ing was done during June and July in southern and central Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, in northern North Dakota, and along the coasts of 
James Bay and Hudson Bay from Moosonee, Ontario, to Churchill, Manitoba. 


MUSEUM OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


Plans for the Science and Technology Museum were formulated during the 
year for this third branch of the National Museum complex. The Science Museum 
will be devoted to science and technology with special, but not exclusive, reference 
to Canadian contributions and developments. Although some material has al- 
ready been acquired by the Museum, it will not begin to mount items for public 
display until the planned Museum buildings are constructed, or until other display 
space is acquired. 


The present National Aviation Museum will form the nucleus of the Museum 
of Science and Technology. 


National Aviation Museum 


Major acquisitions by the National Aviation Museum during the year 
included a Spad 8 VII aircraft, a Pratt and Whitney Wasp engine, and models 
of a number of helicopters and aircraft which included the Vickers Vimy that 
made the first trans-Atlantic crossing in 1919. The Spad aircraft was of particular 
interest to Canada as the leading Spad pilot of the Royal Flying Corps was Major 
A.D. Carter of Pointe de Bute, New Brunswick. 
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In the museum’s displays the major change was the opening, at the end of 
the year, of five operating undercarriage exhibits showing various undercarriage 
retracting mechanisms. In addition, a large free-standing display case was made 
and a large Fokker Universal model, constructed by A. Caggie during the 
Hudson Strait Expedition, was placed on display at Rockcliffe with the National 
Aeronautical Collection. 

The reconditioning programme of the Fairchild FC2-W2 aircraft proceeded 
and was completed at the end of the fiscal year 1965-66. It was scheduled to be 
put on display at the museum quarters at the air terminal building about May 
Ist, 1966. 

The museum staff participated actively in both the planning and actual 
setting up of the annual summer display of historic aircraft in the National 
Aeronautical Collection at Rockcliffe. This joint display was presented for a 
somewhat longer period than in the previous year and was a most popular exhibit. 


ACTIVITIES OF STAFF MEMBERS IN SCIENTIFIC 
AND PROFESSIONAL SOCIETIES 


Dr. W. E. Taylor, Chief Archaeologist, was elected a fellow of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. He became 
Associate Editor for reviews of ‘‘American Antiquity”, the quarterly journal for 
the society of American archaeology. Dr. Taylor was elected Canadian member 
to the permanent council of the International Union of Prehistoric and Proto- 
historic Sciences. 

Dr. David R. Hughes was appointed to the Canadian Planning Committee 
for the Human Adaptability Project of the International Biological Programme. 

Dr. A. E. Porsild, Curator of the National Herbarium, was awarded the 
Massey Medal for his contribution to knowledge of the Canadian Arctic par- 
ticularly its botany and the use of Arctic plants for food. The medal was awarded 
at the Annual meeting of the Canadian Geographical Society in February, and 
was presented by the Governor General at a ceremony in Government House 
on May 6th, 1966. 


LIBRARY OF THE MUSEUM 


The Museum Library of scientific publications continued to serve the Mu- 
seum scientists and the many students and visitors who have found it a useful 
source of reference works. 

During the year, 1,497 items were catalogued, and over 6,000 cards were 
added to the catalogue. The classification scheme for ornithology was completely 
revised to be more in line with the American Ornithologists’ Union classification. 
The Library now contains more than 51,400 complete volumes of which about 
two thirds are bound periodicals and serials, plus numerous parts and unacces- 
sioned items. 

A highlight of the year was the presentation to the Library of the palaeon- 
tology library of Dr. Charles M. Sternberg, noted vertebrate palaeontologist who 
retired from the position of curator of vertebrate fossils in the National Museum 
in 1951. 

The library represents a very complete collection of vertebrate palaeon- 
tological publications, especially on dinosaurs, dating back to the 1850’s. Con- 
taining upwards of 1,000 papers, it includes most of the earliest material written 
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on dinosaurs. Scientific papers from China pre-dating the Japanese invasion of 
Manchuria in 1931, and pre-revolution Russia, as well as papers written by 
German scientists, are contained in the collection. 


THE EXHIBITION PROGRAMME 


The exhibitions constitute the chief point of contact with the general public 
and are therefore of special importance in a government museum. Two new 
permanent exhibits were opened by the Secretary of State in May, 1965—the 
Iroquois and Plains Indians—the latter featuring a full sized buffalo-hide tipi, 
one of only three in Canada. 


The Mammal Hall was completed during the year with the addition of the 
Beaver Group, which was opened to the public in late November. 


Plans to rehabilitate the Bird Hall were formulated during the year and 
the actual work was scheduled for completion in 1966. Four small habitat 
dioramas were completed dealing with Alpine birds in the Rockies, the Hawk 
migration at the Niagara escarpment, Carolinian birds at Point Pelee, and the 
Sage Grouse courtship dance on the Prairies. 


Of the temporary exhibitions the highlight was that of the Dead Sea Scrolls. 
It was the most popular ever shown at the Museum, and was on view from 
September 27 to October 17, 1965. During the three weeks in which it was on 
display, a total of 57,000 people—almost one-quarter of the normal annual 
attendance—visited the Museum. The only other Canadian museum that ex- 
hibited it was the Royal Ontario Museum in Toronto. From there it went to the 
British Museum for its first showing in Britain. 


It was succeeded by a West Coast Indian art show, the material for which 
was taken from the Bossom Collection. Dr. Erna Gunther of the Washington 
State Museum was engaged to plan this exhibition and choose the material, 
and it will be on view during the rest of 1966. Several temporary exhibits were 
mounted in the lobby during the year, including two on molluscs, one on animal 
camouflage, one on Indian masks used in the ‘‘Loon Necklace”’ film, and one on 
animal carvings by West Coast Indians. 


Translation Bureau 


The Translation Bureau Act, 1934, centralized the administration of all 
federal translation services, and created the Translation Bureau under the 
authority of the Superintendent. The Bureau comprises four parliamentary and 
legal divisions, two overload divisions (one in Ottawa, the other in Montreal), 
one foreign language division, a Terminology Centre, a Training School, and 
twenty operating divisions attached to departments and agencies. 

AS a service organization, the Translation Bureau must base its budget and 
staff requirements on a volume of requests that is difficult to forecast accurately 
on either a short or long term basis. 


Reclassification of translators and interpreters 

In 1965 the Civil Service Commission made a thorough study of the condi- 
tions of employment and salaries of translators and interpreters, and reeommend- 
ed a reorganization and a new salary schedule for these classes. 

The Treasury Board gave effect to these recommendations in September. 
In addition to improving salaries, the new system introduced other important 
reforms: the normal working level was raised; the recruitment of specialists at a 
higher level was authorized; new classes of translators, interpreters and division 
chiefs were approved; and a regrouping of the divisions was effected. 


Creation of the Appraisal Board 

To implement the new system, the Under Secretary of State set up, for the 
Translation Bureau, an Appraisal Board to make recommendations to the Super- 
intendent on the basis of the established standards. The Board meets regularly 
to study and appraise performance reports on each translator and interpreter, 
and nominates candidates for training, improvement, and other courses. 


Recruitment 

Although it is still early to judge the effects of the new class and salary 
structure on the recruitment of translators and interpreters, the difficulties that 
the Bureau has experienced for some time seem well on the way to solution. One 
encouraging aspect is that translation, as a career, now appears to attract 
college and university graduates. During the year, a representative of the Bureau 
and an officer of the Civil Service Commission visited a certain number of 
classical colleges in the province of Quebec to promote interest in the profession 
of translator among students in the graduating classes. Some interpreters have 
been recruited from outside, but the demand is such that the Bureau will again 
have to initiate an internal training program. 


Personnel development 

The Training School and the Terminology Centre play an essential role in 
this important area, for more than 20 per cent of the translators with the Bureau 
have been recruited within the past year, in which the Training School received 
33 trainees. Professional training programs and administration courses for trans- 
lators are being prepared for the coming year. 
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Parliamentary and Legal Translations 


The appropriate divisions translated the official reports of the Commons 
Debates (nearly 5 million words), the report of the Senate Debates (608,000 
words), and the proceedings of the standing and special committees of both 
Houses (3,238,000 words). The Law Division translated 204 public and private 
bills together with explanatory notes and indexes. This division also dealt with 
a great number of other documents of a legal nature. The translation of orders, 
proclamations and regulations made under various Acts, together with the prep- 
aration of indexes, is co-ordinated by the Privy Council Division, which also 
serves the Office of the Prime Minister. 


Interpretation 


In recent years, the simultaneous interpretation of debates in both Houses 
of Parliament, and proceedings of parliamentary committees has been an im- 
portant activity. At the request of various departments and official agencies, 
interpreters have been assigned to federal-provincial conferences and many 
other meetings, such as those of NATO and the Interparliamentary Union, and 
to the public hearings of various councils and commissions: the Board of Broad- 
cast Governors, the Board of Transport Commissioners, the Dorion Commission, 
the Centennial Commission, the Advisory Council on Unemployment Insurance, 
the Advisory Council on the Indians of Quebec, the Advisory Council on Amateur 
Sports, the Economic Council, and others. 


Overload Divisions 


The General Translation and Montreal Divisions deal with the overflow of 
work from the various Ottawa divisions. They also serve agencies that have no 
translation division attached. The General Translation Division has a particular 
responsibility to serve the Department of the Secretary of State and co-ordinate 
the translation of the proceedings of Parliamentary Committees. The Montreal 
Division, which was set up in 1964 to attract candidates who, for various reasons, 
could not accept employment in Ottawa, is specially concerned with services to 
federal units located in Montreal. 


Departmental Translations 


Twenty divisions are assigned to government departments and agencies, 
namely External Affairs, Veterans Affairs, Agriculture, Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, Bank of Canada, Citizenship and Immigration, Trade and Com- 
merce, Civil Service Commission, National Defence, Finance, Mines and Tech- 
nical Surveys, Northern Affairs and National Resources, Fisheries, Post Office, 
National Revenue, National Health and Welfare, Bureau of Statistics, Labour, 
Transport, and Public Works. 


The formation of new departments and the reorganization of others, under 
the Government Organization Act, have already had an effect on the translation 
services, and many further reassignments will have to be made during the 
coming year. 


Foreign Languages 


The Foreign Languages Division continues to have a wide variety of docu- 
ments to translate from approximately 50 languages into English, and from 
English into about 15 languages. As a result of inter-governmental arrangements 
for scientific exchange, much of this material, particularly Russian and German 
texts, is highly technical or scientific; copies are sent to the National Research 
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Council, which forwards them to the Office of Technical Services of the United 
States Department of Commerce. The latter lists them in its bi-monthly pub- 
lication Technical Translations and sells them at cost throughout the world. 


Canada’s export drive required much material to be translated into German, 
Dutch, Spanish, Italian, and the Scandinavian languages, while NATO member- 
ship called for the translation into English of an abundance of foreign military 
documentation. 


As usual, the Division translated numerous intergovernmental communica- 
tions, international agreements, documents relating to immigration, and legal 
documents submitted in support of pension claims filed by Canadians of foreign 
birth. 


Terminology Centre 


The Terminology Centre published and distributed ten new bulletins com- 
prising over 1200 stencilled pages of terms covering a variety of subjects (statis- 
tics, water transport, parliamentary committee work, juvenile delinquency, 
official titles of federal statutes, and part of the late H. Carbonneau’s ‘‘General 
Vocabulary’’). While issued primarily for internal use, these bulletins are also 
supplied, on an exchange basis, to terminology centres of certain international 
organizations, and to the CBC, the Quebec Office de la Langue francaise, and 
some university libraries. 


The Centre has continued to expand its library by the accession of a great 
many dictionaries and reference works, with particular attention to published 
sources of technical terminology and linguistic lore. At present the Centre has 
some 250 unilingual, bilingual and multilingual dictionaries, lexicons, and glos- 
saries. 


The Centre answers hundreds of telephoned or written requests for transla- 
tions of words, phrases and expressions not found in standard dictionaries, many 
of which are on file in its card-index of some 40,000 entries, but this service often 
calls for lengthy research in technical periodicals. 


Training Division 

Recruitment of staff at all levels was intensive, and the Training School 
was thus particularly active, because training is given to applicants who, in 
competition, show some ability but fail to qualify as fully-fledged translators. 
Formal and practical training is given to beginners with a view to subsequent 
appointment to the various translation divisions. 


Co-operation with other Agencies 


The Bureau is called on to assist other government agencies, particularly 
the Civil Service Commission, in the marking of translation examination papers, 
and in the performance of other staffing duties. Assistance was also given to 
various departmental committees.
